We received $85.00 during that six 
weeks from subscriptions, contribu- 
tions, and bulk orders--which means 
that $240.00 came from our ovn poc- 
kets, This is clearly en untenable 
situation for us, In practical terma 
it means that unless we get substun- 
tial support from DRAGON readers fair- 
ly soon, we will not be able to con- 
tinue more than a few more months et 
our present level.

Tt is becoming increasingly 
clear te many many people what 
the grand jury struggle is ell 
about. It is about building a 
community that can weather the 
reépression that will come down 
harder the more we resist. It 
is about harboring ovr fighters, 
protecting our friends, building 
our strength to resist. IT IS 
ABOUT BUILDING A MASS BASE FOR 
REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLES. We 
don't talk to the FBI, not be- 
cause the Constituticn says we 
don't have to, but because they 


are the enemy; because we love 
each other and want to protect 
our communities, becuase we 

are in struggle and have to pro- 
tect and shelter our conreades 
from the Stxte,.

In DRAGON #5 we began coverage of & campaign initiated by the New 
World Liberation Front, to improve the grossly inadequate health cere 
provided in San Francisco, The last thing noted in #5 was the desend by 
the N.W.L.F. of $100,000 to be used for medical care in the county (gec- 
graphically identical with the city) jail, Since thet time, the cemveign 
has expanded on many fronts, 

Our own efforts to get more community health groups in San Francisco 
involved was severely limited by three factors: 1/as a group that was nei- 
ther beseå in San Francisco nor primarily involved with the ongoing health 
needs of the pecple, we felt it would be opportunistic and pretentious %9 
GO more then to try to serve as a catelyst for groups more directiy invol- 
ved, 2/ the responss we did get tended to be positive in the abstract but 
neutral in practice, 3/ we were very limited in time and energy. 

Peoples Information Relay -1 workea to get a collective stetenent 
from the innates at the county jail, These efforts were besically frus- 
trated, ",,,%h mohentum built up concerning conditions hee lost and fad- 
ed... its energy and interest, due to the terrific turnover, end thoughts 
of getting out or passes; on å level this place is very... -untogetiear; 
action must be started and finished in a week or so or..-zip." 

Some elements of the conmunity chose to respond to Diane Feinstein, 
the President of the Board of Supervisors. Feinstein had mede some ri- 
diculois assertions about "adequate" medical care in the city. A ietter 
to her from the Network Against Psychiatric Assault stated, 


In response to your recent uncritical affirmation of San Fran- 
cisco's heslth care syster and your request for infornetion 
concerning eny possible in&dequecies in that system, (San Fren- 
cisco Chronicle recent story), the membership of NAPA would 
like to point out to you that San Francisco's mental health 
system incarcerates thousands of people against their will 

and foreibiy essaults their minds end bodies with powerful 
psychiatric drugs and other mind—control techniques. Most of 
these pecple never see a lawyer, sre néver infcrwed of their 
rights, and never enter a courtroom, Our estimate is thet more 


than 50% of these people are being detained illegally because

they do not fufill the requirements of the law end would be 
released if they had adequate legal representation. (excerpt) 


Things were at a bit of a lull at this point with the Supervisors 
apparently assuming that by ignoring the situation it would all go away, 
On January 10 their mistake became apparent to them, A new commnigue 
from the N.W.L.F. (dated the 9th) wes delivered to them.

At the same time, bombs were received in the mail by Supervisors 
John Earbagelata and Quentin Kopp. It was fairly clear from the public 
descriptions of the bombs that they were intended &8 a warning and care- 
fully constructed so that they would not detonate. This fact was con- 
firmed two days later by a woman who called the Sen Francisco newsucpers. 
The cops were forced to admit that the call end its claim that the bombs 
were not intended to go off were genuine——despite earlier statements by 
the cops saying otherwise, It should be noted thet these warning de- 
vices were not specifically clained by the N.W.L.F.--—-or anyone else, 

The Supervisors were clearly scered——-but, they weren't allowed the 
chance to regain the initiative. There was the issue of medical care at 
the county jails that simply wasn't going to go away, The battle for de- 
cent health care at the jail had been going on for years, On the 16th 
the County Ledical Society issued a report on health care in the Sen Fren- 
cisco jails, It said, as quoted by tre San Francisco Examiner, 
Psychiatric facilities et (the Hall of Justice Jail) are so 
primitive as to be abhorrent. Å 
The Medical Society termed facilities for examination, međi- 
cal treatment, end minor surgery practically non-existent at 


- 14- 
the San Bruno and Hall of Justice jaile, The health đepartment 
agreed., It explained that purchase orders for needed equip- 
ment long have been tied ur in the city controller's office 
for lack of funds, 


That same day Sheriff Richard Hongisto, a maverick liberal, who had 
been pushing for decent medical care for years put the situation into 
some perspective in en interview in the BARB. 

"It is difficult to tell how ths Board of Supervisors will 
react," Sherriff Richard Hongisto told the BARB, " I hope they 
treat medical care as a serious issue——-although that hes ne- 
vor happened in the pest. F 

"It is, " he said, "profoundly regrettable that as real an 
issue 28 medical care for human beings, trapped in cages, has 
received so little attention that such violent ects are adop- 
ved” viscose 

Poor medical care at the jails at the Hall of Justice and at 
San Bruno is not a new problem, In 1972 the level of care was 
so low that federal judge Robert Schnake ruled thet confine- 
ment in the jails amounted to "cruel anà unususl punishment."... 
Sherriff Richard Hongisto, while in charge of the jaiis, had 
asked for additional funds for staff and equipment, The bud- 
get requests were routinely penciled out of the Sherriff's 
Department budget, however by the Finance committee of the

I have recieved your request to re-submit my bugetary requests 
for improved medical care in the jails, and I would do so 
forthwith if I eould, Unfortunately, the bureaucratic res- 
ponsibility for such medical c=re has been transferred to 
the Department of Public Health 2nd I no longer have any di- 
rect budgetary authority over the program, i 
In lieu of your request I will forward my recommendations to 
the concerned parties. They sre: the Mayor, the Board of Su- 
pervisors and the Chief aåministretive Officer, I will also 
publicly announce my recommendations cr send you å copy of them, 


The following day, Hongisto notified the superviscers of his intention to 
forward specific recommerdetions to them and the mayor, Eis letter to 
Quentin Kopr, the supervisor who had recieved one of the warning bomb 
packages, was singularly direct, 


Dear Supervisor Kopp, 
If you feel concerned about the problem of medical care in the 
jails and really wish to do something about it, I would like to 
assure you that I know more about this problem then anyone else 
and that I would be pleased to meet with you and discuss the 
various problems and possible solutions, 

AS you lmow, despite the sense of community unrest about the 
matter, I have never been asked my edvice or opinion on the na-

Rogiers was ceretul to 
refer tc himself as merely a courier end even the cops had to 2dnit thet 
he was doing nothiug illegal, however, because of his media visibility as 
the only "name" associated with the N.W.L.P. (even ihougr others have been 
publishing N.V,L.P, communiques all =lorg) he took on more direct neat and 
was suboensed, . 

On the 14th PIR - 1 put out a steterent Saying thet it was their 
analysis thet the "war" between the N.Wob.F. and superviscrs was cver, 
Their conclusions were based on certain statements which they said super- 
visor John hiolinari had made the previous evening. The analysis 

was totally @iscleimed the sane day by Kolineri who 
categorically rejected the idea that he hed agreed to any demands, The 
N.W.L.F. made their position clear in a communique the following day,

"Although the deficiencies noted (at the jail) are to be de-

This was the most complete N.W.L.F, communique of the campaign. It 
took the concept of a demand mede to a pig institution by a guerrilla or- 
ganization and put it in total perspective. 


On the 2lst Rogiers was to appear before the grand jury. A rally

At this stage of the campaign certain preliminary analyses can be made, 
The N.W.L.P. has done an excellent job of recognizing both the limits and 
obligations of its position. They clearly recognize that the role of guer- 
rilla forces is that of a pert of the people's revolutionary struggle ~- 
not the sole determining factor at each moment of the struggle, They also 
recognize that the people's struggles need their guerrilla forces. Sveci- 
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fically, the H.W.L.F. acted on the correct analysis trat it*those most in- 
mediately involved --the prisoners At Sun Bruno, peoples health workers-- 
who are in the best position to determine the needs and administer their 
fulfiliment, Also, the N.W.L.F. correctly evaluated when their interven- 
tion wes needed to keep things moving. Along with this is the fact thet 
the demands made by the NW.L.7. are both realisic end appropriate. This 
is sn important fact that has not always been true of demands made by dif- 
ferent groups over the years, Realistic/appropriate demands -~especially 
if they are met-- do mueh more to motivate people, to demonstrate that 
they can ĉo something about being fucked over, than righteous denanids 
that people either find it difficult to comprehend or that can't be backed 
up at this stage of the struggle. 


One of the most important results of 211 this is that more people are 
beginning to recognize our guerrilla forces as a part of the coumunity-- 
not ss an outsider sticking its 2¢ in and then splitting. Nore people are 
beginning to see the ii.W.L.P. (and therefore potentially other guerrillas) 
as comredes to work with and who will work with them to deal with common 
needs, They ere beginning to understand that guerrillas are not "mad 
bombers", and that, in fact, there is much more to guerrilla activity tren 
bombs, Even the streight papers have begun to refer to the N.W.L.F. with- 
out always throwing in "terrorists" or other such terus, All this is just 
a beginning— but, we consider it of utmost signigicence!

The La Guardia Bombing has been used by the ruling class, their "intelligence" 
lackeys and their media to purposely confuse revolutionary freedom—fighters

The George Jackson Brigade appeared on June 1, 1975 with a bombing 
of the Washington State Department of Corrections Office in Olympia, 
This was followed up by a bomb placed in a Seattle Safeway on September 
18, The Safeway blast occured while a number of people were in the 
store and several were hurt (none seriously). Meany comrades --especi- 
ally those in the Seattle area who were familiar with details— believed 
that the Brigade had been seriously negligent in their action, On one 
hand it was not entirely clear who received warnings end at what time, 
On the other, it was felt thet setting a bomb to explode in a store 
when any kind of mistake could be harmful to many people was wrong —- 
and entirely unnecessery, We tasically agree with this view, However, 
we feel that the new communiaue and the new attack on Sefeway pretty 
much present en adequate self-criticism, We are glad to see the Brigade 
back in action. (Previous communiques were printed in DRAGON #3.) 

The Safewey attack seens to have been clean, Details on the City 
Light attack aren't entirely clear to us —-but, we wonder if turning 
off the power to an entire section of the city is appropriate. fe would 
suggest thet administration or even production fecilivies of City Light 


might be more éffective targets. 


Often the details surrounding actions outside the Bay Area sre 
rather vague by the time they get to us, We would appreciate descrip- 
tions, clippings, enalysis, communiques, ete. from comrades in other

Ve suggest all Safeway workers leave 
the building not later than 30 
minutes after closing, so not to 
endanger themselves by our bombings- 
day shift can stock, Ve also urge 
you to try to convince the owners 

to lower food prices instead of 
hiring guards to try to protect 

the stores from the people's rage, 
We will continue our campaign until 
food prices drop,

With the existence of clandestine

Tape recordings, the occupation 
of radio stations, and the use of

In using them, the urben guerrilla 
should give them the character of 
armed operations., 

A consistent propsgande by let- 
ters sent to specific sdåresses, ex- 
Plaining the meaning of the urban 
guerrillas srmed actions, produces l 
considerable results and is one 
method of influencing certain seg- 
ments of the population. 

Even this influence exercised in 
the keart of the people by every 
possikle propaganda device revolving 
around the activity of the urban 
guerrilla does not indicute thet our 
forces have everyone's support, 

It is enough to win the support 
of a part of the people sand this 
can be done by popularizing tke fol- 
lowing slogan: "Let he who does not

On June 15, 1975, inmates at the 
North Carolina Correctional Center 
for Women in Raleigh staged a peace- 
ful demonstration to protest dan- 
gerous sweatshop working conditions 
in the prison laundry, inadequate 
and inept medical care, drug assault, 
the poor quality of prison counse- 
ling and renebilitevion programs, 
and, as the outside supvort group 
Action for Forgotten women has seid, 
"all-American, anytime we went to 
ass-kicking." 

About 450 male guerds from a male 
institution in Raleigh were brought 
control the demonstrating 
women, They were arhed with billy 
clubs, tear and peprer gas, dogs and 
riot gear and were reinforced by 150

highway patrolmen and 50 city police, 
with the national guard standing by. 
After five deys of whet one sister 
inside descrited as a "small-sized 
Attica", the women were physically 
subdued and 34 of them were trans- 
ferred, cuffed together, to a bigh- 
rise all mele prison in Lorgantown 
where they were held for 49 days, 
some in isolation. 

A legal suit hes been filed in 
behalf of the sisters at NCCCW by 
the National Conference of Black 
Lawyers and the Prisoner Rights Or- 
ganized Defense and å hearing has 


been set for January 16, 1976.

to give them a lot of thought and 
energy; probebly the thought and 
energy that could have been used to 
better understand what we were into. 
That's why it is important for brc- 
thers and sisters in the service or 
jail or on the street to seriously 
analyze whet they're into and see 
if it has any of the features I've 
If what you're into has 
any of those features then (acknow- 
lege) it for what it is and build 
around it: For instance, if the 


Brothers and Sisters where you are 


include people who encourage other 


- people to pick up on our culture and 
history then (e2cimowlege ) that and 
‘try to get people to organize a cul- 


tural department, That orgenized body 
could serve as the first step in be- 
coming a totally organized independent 
Acknowlege all of your collec- 
tive dealing for what they are and 
then organize the people around thet; 
real progress only comes through an 
organized effort. 

When we returned from the Nam we 
were gled to lesve the war but not 
happy at all about leaving the black- 
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ness, the unity of thought and ection 
we had grovm tc love, When we hit 

the streets we felt strange and kind 
of out of place. It felt funny being 
back in the land where brothers, just 
looking out for themselves, would 
stand by and watch a mad dog po-lice 
beat another black unmercifully: and 
nobody would life a finger to help. 

It was kind of sad to think that-that 
Black couid be me or one of our loved 
ones and all them niggers would be 
looking on making up excuses to them- 
selves why they won't get involved. 
Then, when we thought of our new con- 
sciousness, our love of Blaclmess, 

end what we would do if we saw a Black 
being beaten by a mad dog po-lice we 
would only think of putting four slugs 
in the swines top piece; then on se- 


cond thought - we thought that would— 


not be cool because some fool might 
rat us put, Being back meant going 
beck to the same doubt, insecurity 
and untogetherness--going back to 
being a nigger and acting like niggers 
do: unsure of themselves--unsure 
about how we should act even though 
we know the right way end are aware 
of what's being done to us everyday: 
unsure about whether it's right to 
use guns against an enemy that hsesn't 
Kesitated to use a gun ageinst us even 
before our ancestors arrived here and 
continue to use & gun on us to this 
day. 

During our first days back we tried 
to hip Brothers and Sisters to Black 
ness and getting it together. We ren 


down 211 of the right reasons: the re 
reasons why brothers in the Nam got 
together, We told the brothers end 
sisters that Hlacks constituted a 
colony and was being exploited by 
swines, We told them that swines had 
Black people in all the lowest paying 
jobs, that they ere being forced to 
live in delapidated houses, that the 
racist school system was designed to 
make them grow to hate their ovn 
Blackness: but it seemed like even 
though the brothers and sisters were 
listening they just weren't soaking 
up anything. 

After a while we 
I don't know what's 
brothers and sisters on the block. 
But had we sat down and thought about 
it we would've seen there's nothing 
wrong with them--or us, The feult 
lies with our not analyzing what we 
were experiencing in the Nam. We 
failed to realize that in the Nam we 
were employing the fundemental prin- 
ciples of self determinetion, We 
dealt as an organized collective 


started saying: 
wrong with the 


‘body and made collective decisions 


and acted on issues affecting our 
lives. Take Ik 

When we came back from the Nam we 
basically khew one thing- we had unity 
and we thereforé. ‘dealt in an organized 
manner, However, because we lacked a 
break dowm of what we had experienced 
we were unable to go beyord telling 
sisters end brothers that they should 
orgenize end why. As a matter of fact 
after we told them to organize we were 
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only able to give them nalf å reason 
ve told them to or- 
ganize to resist the abuses commit- 


why they should. 


ted by the swines: which is a good 
reason to organize but not good 
enough to make people want to wake up 
early in the morning and start resis- 
ting. 

If we had acknowlezed what we ex- 
perienced in the Nam, being indepen- 
dent and self determining, then, we 
could have convuletely captured the 
hearts and minis of the people, Tel- 
ling the people about the blackness 
we experienced in the Nam should 
have included telling them &bout an 
organized structure that sustained 
the strength end unity the brothers 
had. We were able to arouse the 
people's imagination by relating how 
we used to overate, but, we vere un- 
able to sustain their emotional high 
and channel their inteilectual ener- 
gy through the type of direct parti- 
cipation we had in the Nam, ‘le 
couldn't relate the type of organi- 
zational structure to the brothers 
and sisters on the block we reveated- 
ly told them "they had to get it to- 
gether like the brothers in the Nam," 
Another factor we didn't acknowlege 
in the Nam was that our objective was 
just to survive, So when we returned 
stateside we were unable to make that 
important switch in objectives from 


mere survival to becoming indevendent 
and self determining because we had 
never acknowleged our objective in 
the Nam. 

Our task should now be realizing 
that unity is brought about and main- 
tained through having (i.e. ackowleg-- 
ing) a common goal, everybody strug- 
gling for the same thing, independence 
and self-determination, and then de- 
veloping the organizational structure 
through which to achieve this. A 
task which is going to have to be 
done on the grass roots level, our 
devel, The organization, at this 
time, should be able to function as 
in place of the state's structure and 
be equipped with all the necessary 
features so Blacks will be totally in- 
dependent. The organization should 
include: a cultural department devoted 
to promoting Black values, encours- 
ging the study of Blick history and 
studying liberation movements of tne 
past and those now taking piace; an 


‘economic department devoted to hand- 


ling contemporary financial matters 
and preparing for the eventual switch 
to a democratic sociaiist system and 
devoted to engaging the people in ex- 
tended dialogue in order that they 
will start to more closely examine 
the existing economic system and bet- 
ter appreciate an alternate, snd the 
organization should have a military 


POWER TO CHANGE... 
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wing or department devoted to nulli- 
fying the intention of eny person or 
group or state whose aim is to block 
Black people from achieving libera- 
tion and self determination, It 
should also have a political. body, 
appointed now and elected when possi- 
ble, to oversee all the depertments 
and otherwise carry out the will of 
the people. 

Only an organization of truly co- 
mitted people, whose appreciation of 
freedom transcends the realm of rhe- 
toric, will be able to endure the 
journey through the dark valley of 
pain and suffering to reach libera~
